The Calendars Are Coming 


There is one Christmas present we each receive year after 
year that is taken so much for granted that only if we missed 
them would we reaily value them. They come from our neigh- 
bors—from the druggist, the grocer, the butcher, the baker, 
the banker, the real estate broker and the insurance agent. 
And we accept these free gifts and really USE them for twelve 
months, which is more than can be said for some of the fancy 
packages that come to us at Christmas time. 


Of course, it is the CALENDARS. Little ones and big ones, 
adorned with glamorous girls or beautiful landscapes, with 
dogs, angels, birds, barefoot boys, fanciful drawings and comic 
cartoons. Calendars for the home and the office, to be used 
on the desk or the wal!, and wee ones that slip snugly into 


pocket or purse. 


We know that the calendar manufacturers who dream up 
the designs make a good business out of it and get their re- 
turns, and we HOPE that everyone who gives us a calendar 
is also well repaid for this form of free advertising which adds 
to our peace of mind throughout the year. Just imagine the 
confusion we would all be in without our calendars. Life may 
be going too fast for us but at least we like to know what day, 
month and year it is in which we are doing the spinning. 


More Food Without More Farmers? 


The increasing population of California is now a well worn 
subject. A new angle to the situation, and one that affects 
us all, is the fact that the hordes who move into the Golden 
State do not come here to increase the number of our agri- 
cultural workers. They are moving to our cities, not to our 
farms and orchards, and the Department of Agriculture pre- 
dicts (after its surveys) that few if any more people will soon 
join the ranks of the farmers in this or any other state. 


It is true that shortage of help has been somewhat offset 
by the development of new kinds of machinery, and by the 
expansion of the use of machinery in farming operations, but 
it hardly seems that the decline in workers can always be re- 
placed in this manner. 


Farm wages are at a new high, but a dawn-to-dusk work 
day still does not appeal. And the comforts of living seem 
to weigh heavily in the choice between urban and rural life. 
In the city 96 percent of the residents have electricity as com- 
pared with 52 percent in the country. Running water has been 
installed in 95 percent of all city homes and in only 28 percent 
of houses in the country. And on many farms such work-sav- 
ing equipment as washers, ironers, refrigerators, vacuum clean- 
ers, toasters and other ‘luxuries’ are as yet entirely unknown. 


There are just about half as many doctors, dentists and 
hospital beds per hundred thousand population available for 
country people as for city residents. There are fewer school 
days for the average country child than for those in town areas, 
while each country student has the use of but $185 worth of 
school property as against $405 for the pupil living in cities. 

There are surely some tangible advantages in country liv- 


ing, albeit only one of them has been “surveyed” by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which states that ‘‘five times as many 
people in rural areas eat amply and correctly.’ This should 
be a satisfaction to the rest of us who without the farmers 
would not be eating at all. 


Life for those who remain ‘‘’down on the farm’’ never has 
been a bed of roses. Now, if the needy world is to be given 
“American aid in its struggle to overcome hunger, the American 
farmers must make every effort to step up production. And 
this they will try to do even though many of them feel that 
they have been producing to the capacity of their manpower. 


We who do not wish to till the soil ourselves, dare not be- 
grudge the farmer his rightful share of the present high food 
prices. We dare not and do not. In fact most of us hope that 
the farmer is ‘’getting his’’ while we deplore that fact that we 
are paying too much for food to somebody.

neighbors. Something like this is 
bound to happen when British 
troops are withdrawn in the near 
future. It will be interesting to 
watch.

to deal with a San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors. ‘The people in our 
unincorporated areas wouid be no 
worse off than now in this respect, 
but the people in our cities would 
suffer a severe setback in democra- 
cy. 

On the other hand, we are becom- 
ing more and more dependent on 
San Francisco water for survival. 
Half of the water we use in Menlo 
Park and three-quarters of the Palo 
Alto water comes from San Fran- 
cisco, whose taxpayers have under- 
written the Hetch Hetchy project 
and paid taxes to make good its de- 
ficit for years. As to rates and 


terms of service, we are completely 
at San Francisco’s mercy. It is both

‘our civic duty and our self-interest 
‘to share the responsibility for fi- 
nancing the water supply. 

Without going into the ramifica- 
tions of rapid transit, airports, and 
cther area problems, it is obvious 
thet for the good of the whole Bay 
Region certain public services should 
be administered by a governmental 
authority covering San Francisco 
and San Mateo County, the densely 
populated sections of Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties, and north- 
ern Santa Clara County. On the 
other hand such services as police, 
fire, streets, sewers, recreation, etc., 
are economically administered in 
communities of say 20,000, and there 
is no good reason why these func- 
tions should come under the control 
(f a giant city council. 

The outlines of an ultimate and 
; cauitable solution to the problem be- 
come apparent. A non-political en- 
tity similar to the Port of New York 
Authority, the Chicago Transit 
Authority, the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern California, or 
the Boston Metropolitan District 
| could be formed to take over the 
| area-wide public services. This 
would leave undisturbed our local 
autonomy with regard to local mat- 
ters, while providing an agency of 
economic size to do the jobs de- 
nanding regional coordination. 

To cover the cost of serving a large 
ccmmuting population, San Fran- 
isco has ample scope under our 
talifornia “home rule” laws to levy 
taxes which would require the day- 
time residents to carry their share 
of the load.
